Garbage carts 
draw praise 


BELLE GLADE — Petitions bearing 
the signatures of 107 residents 
the acceptance of a 

bage collection system now 
being experimented with in a pilot 
program but the residents taking 


part. in that program reported , 


overwhelmingly in favor of continu- 
ing it. 

City Manager Robert R. Sanders 
told city commissioners Monday 
night he had received one petition 
bearing 177 signatures before the 
meeting and another petition with 
30 more names was brought to him 
just as the meeting began. 

The petitions protested the use of 
the mobile toter garbage carts 
being used at 600 homes in Belle 
Glade now in a semi-automated 
collection system because of fears 
the garbage toters will be eyesores 
if not returned to the residents’ 
yards after pickup. 

Sanders noted that only nine of 
the 77 signatures on the first 
petition lived on thee 600-home 
pilot program route, although more 
names on the second petition were 
apparently of people living on the 
route. 

Sanders also told the commis- 
sioners that Public Works Director 
Ron Sigmon and Sanitation Super- 
visor Roy Polling had been follow- 
ing the route to keep a check on the 
carts left at curbside and that 86 
percent of the carts had been 
removed before 5 p.m. Monday. 

The pilot program pickups ‘are 
being made only on Mondays and 
Thursdays. The route consists of 
several streets east of the down- 
town area, parts of the southwest 
section of town and one trailer 
park: on SR715. = 

"We've been making spot checks 
along the route," Sanders said, 
“and we've had a very, very good 
response. By and large," Sanders 
said, the favorable comments far 
outweigh the negative comments, 


although there ha’ some of 
those.”

Answering a question from Mrs. 
Nateleah Nachman, Altman reitera- 
ted the city’s position that in the 
case of people who can’t physically 
roll the carts to the street, city 
employees will do so for them, 
noting there are several such 
homes on the pilot route. 

Glenn Bair, in the audience to get 
approval for installation of culvert 
and roadway on Tabit Road which 
will allow him to move to Belle 
Glade from Pahokee, compared the 
system there with the back yard 
pickup which had been used before 
the automated pickup. 

Bair said he'd lived in Pahokee 
for years, ‘‘and for years I had trash 
blowing across the lawn. But since 
personalized pickup, I can honestly 
say there has been no trash floating 
around. I like the system’’. 

Mrs. Bair, accompanying her 
husband, said she'd rather have 
garbage cans left at curbside than 
have loose trash in her yard. 

Altman said that if the city 
commission does decide to install 
the system permanently, the com- 
mission will have to pass an 
ordinance requiring residents to 
remove their carts to their yards 


and make. sure.the ordinance is 


enforced. 

The first official pickups were 
made with the new system June 29: 
The pilot program, costing the city 
$995, will last 60 days. After that 


` the commissioners will decide 


whether to retain backyard pickup 
or go to the mobile toters perman- 
ently. 

Sanders said that before the 
decision is made, a survey will be 
made of all the residents participat- 
ing in the program to get their 
feelings about it. 

The city manager also said that 
he has received some request by 
persons on the route to sell the 
carts to them if the city chould 
decide not to accept the experi- 
mental pickup system.

His bond 
was set at one million dollars and 
the Supreme Court upheld the 
bond, the highest ever. In my 
mind, that would mean somebody 
felt Bowles wasn't a very good 
security risk. 

By the way, to show you 

ing of what Bowles’ family 
life was like, his. son was killed in 
‘an airplane crash in Glades County 
shortly before his arrest. Sheriff 
Roy Lundy felt at that time the 
plane was being used to smuggle 
pot. Unfortunately, it was burned 
to a cinder. There were rumors 
going around it was shot down. 


He also has a brother. A brother 
who served a few years for a civil 
rights killing in ‘Texas. And who 
was arrested in a plane in 

and over 700 pounds of 
pot seized. As I recall; the plane 
and attending vehicles had radio 
equipment in them that could 
monitor and '"unscramble" the 
most sophisticated police bands. 


So what did they do with John 
T. after he was found guilty? Slap- 
ped him in prison, a just dessert for 
a life of crime, as my father would 
say. But after all this, the prison he

Even though the feds had placed a 
hold on him and were next in. line, 
he walked away from his guard 
while on a grocery-shoppirig ex- 
pedition at his brother-in-laws 
store in Tampa. $ 


John T. and his family did pretty 
well when they lived at Buckhead. 
I doubt they worried about the 
bills very much. And I understand 
‘there have been incidents on the 
coast where a “shady” character 
has walked up to a real estate office 
with a suitcase containing 
$165,000 in green cash to pay for a 
waterfront home. 


Yes, my father is completely 
honest. That's why he and people 
like him can't understand crime 
does pay. Very well indeed. And it 
will continue to pay until the 
judicial system begins to deal out 
punishment instead of wrist slaps 
and the penal system abides by the 
rules of punishment rather than 

a rest stop for such men 
as John T. And a very, comfortable 
rest stop at that.

Monsters in our midst 


We've created monsters in our midst who would give Dr. 
Frankenstein cause to celebrate the mildness of his creation. 

That point was hamtnered home twice last week. The first 
was an ABC news special called Youth Terror; The View 
From Behind the Gun and the second was a news story 
Friday morning telling how a multiple killer, by the tender 
age of 15, who was sentenced to a grand total of 18 months in 
juvenile detention. 

The kids, if they can be called the same thing we call our 
average offspring, on television had three things in common. 
They steal to get the things they want. They take out their 
frustrations by beating other people and not once during the 
hour show did one of them express the slightest hint of 
remorse. poe 
The 15-year old in the news story could have been one with 
the young terrorists on the television show. He shot and 
killed two men on the New York subway, one from a range of 
three inches. He was picked up for picking a victim's pocket 

LU to his mother. Two days later, he 

shot and seriously wounded another man. In a juvenile 
detention center, he stabbed another inmate in the neck with 
a fork because the other kid committed the crime of sitting 
down next to our young hero. 
The unnamed boy has bragged of being arrested eight 
times for robbery and while he was incarcerated in a youth 
center he intimidated the staff, bludgeoning two of them 
with a hammer. In one day, he managed to rape another boy, 
steal a truck, attempted to run down a social worker and 
menaced other staffers with a crowbar. When a psychiatrist 
was called, he was also beaten up. s 

And if that wasn’t enough, after the kid was arrested, he 
wasn't one of your more mannerly inmates. Far from 
throwing himself on the mercy of the court, he spat on an at- 
torney, threw an ashtray at a guard, cursed the judge and 
said he was keeping a list of the people he was going to kill 
when he's released. 

And released he will be because the.judge was only able, 
under New. York law, to give him a maximum sentence of 18 
months to five years for juvenile delinquency...a small price 
indeed to pay for the lives of two men and the.other boyish 
pranks he’s amused himself with. 

It’s enough to make some people mad...as mad as one 
member of the recently elected Silver Haired Legislature. 

The result of that anger is a bill which will be proposed to 
the state legislature which would decrease the age from 18 to 
16 for which a defendant would be'treated as an adult. 
And 16, by the by, is the same age as two Belle Glade 
juveniles who managed to occupy one recent Saturday with 
the juvenile pranks of doing more than $12,000 worth of 
damage to 11 tractors. ,

Importance of Family 
Devotions : 

Many devout Christian leaders 
of the last century objected to the 
Sunday School movement. These 
were men of God, and this might 
seem a bit incongruous to us today. 
We are so steeped in the tradition 
of the: Sunday School we might 
find it difficult to imagine how 
anyone could be against it. A 
Christian scholar did some resear- 
ch intó the archives of some old 
churches in the New England area 
to discover the reasons given in 
their council meetings against. the 
Sunday School movement. He 
wondered what the opposition was 
to teaching religion to children. To 
. his surprise, the church leaders did 
not protest against more work; 
that was not their concern at all. 
Their primary objection, found 
recorded in the records of their 
council meetings was: as the chur- 
ch takes over the responsibility of 
Christian instruction of children, 
the families would let it go: The

homes would eventually leave it to 
the church, and Christian 
education would no longer be seen 
as the responsibility of the home. 

Has this happened? I think most 
of us would admit that the early 
Christian leaders had foresight. 
From my experience with 
Christian families, only a few have 
consistent family devotions. Most 
Christian famtities pray over their 
meals, talk about Jesus oc- 
casionally, and even sing Christian 
songs together during a car ride. 
These are all good and commen- 
dable, and I find’ it difficult to 
imagine a p Christian. family which 
did less than these. But few 
Christian families see the impor- 
tance of teaching Biblical doctrine 
and-the practical application of 
Bible truths. Few réalize the im- 
portance of consistent Biblical 
teaching so that children can see 
patterns and themes in scripture, 
plus the importance of knowing 
scriptural teaching on God, Jesus, 
Holy Spirit, Heaven, Satan, 
Angels, etc. The Christian life is a 
life of faith; yes, but faith in what? 
Faith in spiritual truths; Redem- 
ption, God's promises, etc. Only as 
we learn about the Bible can we 
experience the reality of: these 
truths in our lives. Children need to 
know these truths as desperately 
as we do. My son told me the other 
day, "Dad, your not .my only 
Father. .I have two fathers, a 
heavenly Father, and an earthly 
father." "That’s right," I said. He 
needs to know that. What a great 
comfort to feel his father’s love and 
to know he has a heavenly Father 
who loves him infinitely more than 
his earthly father.

Educational problems 
are discussed by Lions 


BELLE GLADE — At the Lions Club 
meeting last Wednesday, Palm 


~ Beach County School board mem- 


ber Arthur Bougae, spoke on some 
of his thoughts about education. 

Bougae said that the reason he 
ran for his seat eight yeas ago was 
because of his dislike of the ‘‘other 
guys ideas.” 

“Public education has made this 
nation great", he said. Young 
people were taught to read and 
write with a purpose in mind, to 
read the scriptures, this he said was 
true until the turn of the 19th 
century. 

Presently the many public educa- 
tion critics feel that these institu- 
tions and educators are not doing 
their job, that they have failed us. 
“I don't believe so,” he said. 

These feelings are particulary true 
in this county, where more private

schools in the state are located than 
any other county. 

Bougae said two things must be’ 
taken into consideration when 
evaluating Palm Beach County’s 
school system. First, Florida has a 
state school system with „the 
Governor and five cabinet member 
as heads, and second the radical 
social changes occurring within the 
past 25 years in this country: 

Speaking of Belle Glade individ- 
ually, where education is such a big 
issue, some comments were made 
on reasons why the first private 
school emerged. According to Mrs. 
Ruth Wedgworth desegregation 
was not the reason. She said that it 
was opened because many parents 
were concerned with the quality of 
education being offered their child- 
ren. “In Pahokeé", Mrs. Wedg- 
worth said, ''they were teaching.a 
chemistry course without a lab,” 

Others agreed that the reason 
their children attended private 
schools had to do with desegrega- 
tion. They felt their children would 
not be, performing to the best of 
their ability in a classroom where 
the overall level had been dropped. 

“The opportunity is there”, 
Bougae said, ''and I think we are 
making progress, swinging back to 
the people”’.. He said that those 
students who wish to achieve will 
do so under any circumstance. 


Bougae said that we have great. 


teachers as well as administrators, 
but the problems are there, if a 
student does not wsh to achieve he 
won't.

He noted in Hawaii, 70 percent 
of the new breeds after smut 
arrived were susceptible but that 
figure was brought down to 20 per- 
cent, a figure the researchers and 
the industry could live with. 

“Then, as often happens with 
smut fungi,” he said, “they had a 
new race attack previously 
resistant cane varieties. The last I 
heard, about one third of the new 
varieties resistant to the old race 
were susceptible. 

“In my opinion," Dean went on, 
"there will be about a 40 percent 
decrease i; in the productivity of the 
program." 

Dr. Purdy said one of the 
priorities right now is to get, 
"some identification of the par- 
ticular pathogen population. We're 
working on the assumption that 
what's in Jamaica is what's here. 
That's a fair assumption but it

Purdy said hig experience with 
smut was with wheat smut when 
he was working on a control 
program in Washington state. He
